“Do they always reject God's messengers ?”” ‘‘Can they help being evil?’’ ‘‘Does God care about 





them?”’ These were some of the questions being discussed by members of a Sunday School class, in relation 
to the Old Testament story of Jonah and the need of repentance and commitment of their own lives to God. 


The teacher of the class? — Captain David Hinchliffe. 


David and his wife, Diana, share a ministry in the township of Dapto and the surrounding area, about 
95 kilometres south of Sydney. It is a rapidly growing area — at present the population is about 25,000. 


One could almost be forgiven for being envious of the Hinchliffes. Their ‘‘accommodation” in the Parish 
is a two storey residence on a dairy farm. Occasionally, several calves wander past the garden gate. 
Through the windows of the Church at South Dapto, one can see cars moving along the Princes Highway, 
and, mere peacefully, numerous gum trees, and farms nestled in amongst the nearby hills. 


David is the Superintendent of the Sunday School at South Dapto. Diana's Bible College training, and 
experience in parish work before her marriage, is enabling her to work alongside David in some areas of 
his work. She plays the piano accordion for opening worship at Sunday School, and is the teacher in 
charge of the very small children. 


Growing Together 


A recent development in the Parish has been the formation of a ‘couples’ group.’’ Several young 
marrieds meet regularly in different homes for general friendship, and informal talks and sharing about 
the Christian life. David and Diana instigated this group, but the leadership is shared amongst all members. 


Ministry to the Retired 


As a Parish Evangelist, David is involved in activities such as Church Services and visiting people in 


their hornes. He meets with children and young people in scripture classes at school and in the Youth 
Fellowship.
